WIRELESS TELECOMMUNICATIONS BUREAU
SEEKS COMMENT ON SMALL BUSINESS SIZE STANDARD

CC Docket No. 94-102

Comments Due: November 6, 2002
Reply Comments Due: November 21, 2002

On July 26, 2002, the Commission adopted an Order staying certain wireless enhanced 911
(E911) Phase II deployment deadlines for Tier II and Tier III carriers, with conditions.! Pursuant to this
Order, Tier 1l carriers were defined as non-nationwide carriers that had over 500,000 subscribers as of
year-end 2001, and Tier III carriers were defined as all other non-nationwide carriers.” In the £911
Small Carriers Order, the Commission noted that it would solicit public comment on the proposed size
standard for Tier III carriers, in accordance with Section 121.902(b) of the SBA’s small business size
regulations.” We now seek comment on this matter for purposes of obtaining SBA approval of the Tier
IIT size standard. This action will not affect the deadlines or conditions set forth in the E911 Small
Carriers Order, including applicable reporting requirements.

In the £911 Small Carriers Order, the Commission defined Tier II, or mid-size carriers, as those
non-nationwide carriers with over 500,000 subscribers as of year-end 2001. The Commission defined
Tier III carriers as all other non-nationwide carriers. The Commission found this to be the appropriate
level to distinguish between Tier II and Tier III carriers, noting that each of the Tier II carriers reported
over $85 million in annual revenues for 2001,* and thus should have sufficient resources to pursue an

E911 Phase II solution more quickly than the very smallest of carriers. The Commission reasoned that
these relatively larger carriers should also have a greater ability to obtain location technologies in a
shorter period of time as compared with the smallest carriers. Additionally, we believe that a standard
based on number of subscribers rather than the number of employees may more accurately reflect the size
of the carrier's wireless network and as a result, the scope of work required to implement Phase II service.

Interested parties may file comments on or before November 6, 2002, and reply comments on or
before November 21, 2002. Comments may be filed using the Commission’s Electronic Comment Filing
System (ECFS) or by filing paper copies.’

Comments filed through the ECFS can be sent as an electronic file via the Internet to
http://www.fcc.gov/e-file/ecfs.html. Generally, only one copy of an electronic submission must be filed.
If multiple docket or rulemaking numbers appear in the caption of this proceeding, however, commenters
must transmit one electronic copy of the filing to each docket or rulemaking number referenced in the
caption. In completing the transmittal screen, commenters should include their full name, Postal Service
mailing address, and the applicable docket or rulemaking number. Parties may also submit an electronic
copy by Internet e-mail.
